this is punishable by a fine of {50 
Ths ttcords show tint in many 
cases only one witne-s signs the cer- 
tificate, and frequently the certificate 
is not leturned until several months 
after the marriage h.u been perf.irni- 
ed. This matter is iv-ery important, 
because, unliss these (bines are reg- 
istered on the book kept for thit pur- 
pose, the marriage is not legal, and 
children, offsprings from this mar- 
riage, would be held illegitimate. — 
f Commercial.
